KANSAS, Oct. 8,1875. 


EDS. REPUDUCAU :—In my last letter 


I told you we were digging for oil, ani 
as soon as we struck it you would heai 
from mo again. Wo have been digging 
faithfully ail tho season, and the pros- 
pect looked very dark lor some time 
but, with au energy found nowhere else 
but in Kansas, wo have at last struck it, 
—not petroleum, but corn. We have 
the best crop of corn in Kansas this year 
that wo have bad, for m,a»y years, if not 
the best we have over had in the State. 
The corn crop all over tho State, as far 
us I have soon and heard from, will com 
pare favorably with tlio crops of Maoon 
county lust year. 


Wo have hod n fine season (ill tho 


year since Mr. 0. Hopper with Ids nu- 
merous family left. Our corn crop'Will 
average about sixty bushols to tho acre. 
Our farmers are already complaining 
of the low prices, but, of course, Ihcw! 
is none soiling yot of any amount. Pota- 
toes are (is fine as you ever saw, nnd 
selling at 25 cents per bushel. In the 
spring you could buy well improved 
farms for about ten dollars per acre; you 
could not buy tho same now for twenty. 
Farmers .are looking more cheerful now 
than for tho last lli mouths. Kvory one 
has a bright countenance, and instead of 
talking of the dry weather, grasshop- 
pers and chinch bugs, it is, How Is your 
eorn crop? Tho answer is, almost inva- 
riably, about (10 or 70 bushels per ncro. 
Wo luwe had but little frost hero yet, 
and late coin is almost out of tho way of 
It. Hogs arc very scarce here, us almost 
every 0110 hiul to soil off all they bad last 
year or kill lliein. Money Is still scarce, 
but isgctling^n little moro in circulation 
than u mouth ago. 


Our railroads look a little moro busi- 


ness like, almost evoiy day we sec from 
six to ten cars of entile coming from tho 
west. Ho you see Kansas has redeemed 
herself, or is doing so as fast as could bo 
expected,
